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DETAILED ACTION 
After Final Amendment 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's After Final Amendment, filed 31 July 2006 . 
The changes and remarks disclosed therein have been considered and entered. 

Claims 1-6, 8-13, 15-21 and 23-25 were pending in the application prior to After Final 
Amendment. Claims 18, 20, 21 and 23-25 have been cancelled by After Final Amendment. 
Therefore, claims 1-6, 8-13, 15-17 and 19 remain pending in the application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

In claim 6, "a programming" is replaced with —the programming--, and "an output" is 
replaced with -the output-. 
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In claims 1 1 and 12 5 "claim 10 is" has been replaced with -claim 10 5 wherein the 
latching circuit is-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-6, 8-13, 15-17 and 19 are allowed. 

The record of the prosecution as a whole makes clear the reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter.
